F EDERAL RESERVE BANKS. 

During the Presidential canvass last 
tall the Democratic organs and spellbind- 
ers severely criticiged the Aldrich banking 
bill on the ground that it aimed to create 
a central bank that would have authority 
to regulate the and contraction 
of banking credits and the lesuance and 
withdrawal of qurrency. It was claimed 
that this country was too vast and its in- 
dustries too diversified to make it desir- 
able to establish such centralized control 
of the financial institutions of the land. 

Vet the excess of authority which might 
have been estallished by the Aldrich bill 
was trifling compared with Ahe absolute 
financial despotism proposed by the Fed 
eral reserve banking bill now pending be- 
fore Congress. Under its provisions four 
men appointed by the President and three 
members of the President's Cabinet are 
to be the governing power. Substantially, 
jt places unlimited despotic power in the 
hands of Mr. Wilson to govern the finances 
of the nation. No one man is wise enough 
or good enough to be invested with such 
power, and from his action in other mat- 
ters it well be doubted whether Mr. 
Wilson A at to be trusted with it. 

The power proposed to be vested in the 
regional Federal reserve banks, though 
very great, would probably be fairly exer 
oled. Nach of these banks would not be 
without knowledge of affairs in its own ter- 
| ritory, and its directors would comprehend |

The Federal Reserve Board of seven 
Presidential appointees at Washington is 
to be authorized “to require a Federal re- 
serve bank to rediscount the paper of any. 
other Federal reserve bank and to estab- 
lish each week, or as often as ts required, 
a rate of discount which shall be manda 
tory upon each Federal reserve bank aid 
for each class of paper.” 4. 
Under this provision the Waebingten 
board appointed by the President might re- 
quire the Federal res: ve bank in Los An- 
geles to rediscount the paper of a Federal 
reserve bank in Maine or Florida. It might 
arbitrarily transfer ecredita from one part 
of the country to another by forcing the 
movement of reserve money from Nevada 
to. New York or from Louisiana to Idaho. 
The provision for fixing from time to 
time a uniform rate of interest is another 
unjust and unwise provision. The rate of 
interest varies in different parts of the 
Union even as the price of commodities va- 
ries. 
There are other objections that might 
be urged to the law. its administration 
might operate to create a Congestion of 
money at New York or Chicago, or a scarcl- 
ty of money at Los Angeles or St., Louis.
